A HOSPITAL has drawn up 
an action plan to help ensure 
the nationwide Jimmy Sav- 
ile scandal can never happen 
again. 

Oswestry’s Orthopaedic Hospital al¬ 
ready insists that all official visitors to 
the complex, including celebrities, are 
accompanied at all times. 

Now it is bringing in other measures, includ¬ 
ing a rule that all hospital volunteers who come 
into contact with patients well as staff under¬ 
take three-yearly police checks. 

Savile abused hundreds of victims while vol¬ 
unteering at hospitals and other NHS institu¬ 
tions over five decades. 

The DJ and charity worker - now believed to 
be Britain’s most prolific sex offender - visited 
the Robert Jones and Agnes Hunt Orthopaedic 
in Gobowen, in 1999 to dig the first sod for a 
new spinal unit. 

The hospital’s chief executive said there had 
never been any suggestion that he committed 
any offence during his day at the hospital. 

Savile, dressed in his trademark silver track- 
suit and gold jewellery, visited the hospital to of¬ 
ficially start the work on a new Midlands Centre 
for Spinal Injuries. 

He toured parts of the hospital, accompa¬ 
nied by staff, speaking to patients, doctors and 
nurses and civic dignitaries. 

Then, stripping down to the waist, he flexed 
his muscles and dug the first sod in the ground 
with a specially engraved spade. 

An inscribed foundation stone was placed at 
the centre but was removed when news of Sav- 
ile’s hidden crimes were exposed. 

At yesterday’s hospital foundation trust 
board, trust members agreed an action plan to 
ensure such incidents could not take place there. 

It follows a nationwide NHS inquiry, pub¬ 
lished in February, which set out 14 recom¬ 
mendations in the wake of the scandal, 10 of 
which apply to NHS and foundation hospitals. 
The hospital chief executive, Wendy Farring- 
ton-Chad, said: “There is absolutely and cate¬ 
gorically no suggestion that Savile committed 
any offence during his visit to the hospital. He 
was accompanied by staff at every minute of the 
day. His visit was looked at as part of the NHS 
investigation and that concluded that nothing 
untoward took place.” 

Jane Downey, director of nursing, said that 
the hospital was working closely with its League 
of Friends to mange the volunteer database and 
to ensure that volunteers that had contact with 
patients are checked every three years and also 
undergo safeguarding training. 

Other points of the action plan include moni¬ 
toring internet and social media use at the hos¬ 
pital In January 2013, a report by the NSPCC 
and Metropolitan Police, Giving Victims a Voice, 
stated that 450 people had made complaints 
against Savile, with the period of alleged abuse 
stretching from 1955 to 2009 and the ages of the 
complainants at the time of the assaults ranging 
from eight to 47.

Main road to dose 
to ease air show 
traffic problems 

A MAIN road will be closed for a day to 
help ease traffic problems caused by a 
popular air show. 

The A490 from the Coed y Dinas round¬ 
about in Welshpool up to Cilcewydd, near 
Forden, will be closed to traffic all day 
during the Bob Jones Memorial Air Show. 

The closure will be in place to ease traf¬ 
fic problems getting in and out of the Mid 
Wales Airport for show-goers. 

Thousands of people are expected at 
the show which will take place on June 
14. 

To also ease traffic getting in and out 
of the event, only those willing to pay for 
£20 premium parking will be allowed to 
park at the airport. 

Meanwhile, all other traffic will be 
directed to park at Welshpool Livestock 
Market free of charge while a free shuttle 
bus will ferry people in and and out. 

Martin Evans, show spokesman, said: 
“A fast, frequent and free shuttle bus 
service will run between the Tourist In¬ 
formation Office and the airport as usual. 

“A second fleet of buses will form a 
free park and ride service from Welsh¬ 
pool Livestock Market to the air show 
site. The livestock market will be clearly 
signposted and is where all free parking is 
being directed this year.” 

Attractions this year will include the 
Red Arrows, RAF Falcons, parachute 
display team, Battle of Britain Memorial 
Flight and a Typhoon.

Thea's story of survival 
after blood cancer battle

ONE day Thea Wilson was work¬ 
ing with her horses, wondering 
why she didn’t seem to have the 
energy she usually had, the next 
she was sitting in front of a doc¬ 
tor being told she was seriously 
ill with leukaemia and being es¬ 
corted into an isolation room at 
the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital. 

Within 24 hours the 37-year-old had 
embarked on her first of four cycles of 
chemotherapy. She told she wouldn’t be 
discharged for quite some time. 

Since that day in December, Thea has 
battled back to health and is now fundrais¬ 
ing to say thank you to staff at the hospi¬ 
tal’s blood cancer department, who she says 
saved her life. 

On June 6 Thea is hosting The Wig Bash 
at the Boyne Arms at Burwarton, South 
Shropshire, billed as a night of fun, frivol¬ 
ity, feasting and fundraising. 

Tickets are £10 to include barbecue food, 
music and a raffle and auction. There is also 
the chance to camp overnight and enjoy a 
breakfast and organised walk up the Brown 
Clee the following day. 

The money raised, which will include half 
the ticket price, will go to her appeal fund 
to be divided between Ward 23 at the hospi¬ 
tal and the O’Connor Unit and Shropshire 
Blood Trust. 

Not content with that she will line up at 
Telford’s Race for Life on Sunday with her 
sister Tanya and sister-in-law Katie Wilson 
to help other cancer charities. Katie is also 
holding a ladies pamper night on the July 4 
at the Oswestry Rugby Club to add money 
to the growing appeals pot. Her aim is to 
raise £3,000. 

Thea’s life came crashing down on De¬ 
cember 5 last year after a couple of months 
of feeling a ‘tad under the weather’ then 
having bruises appear on her body. 

She said: “I went to the doctors but be¬ 
cause I didn’t tick any of the other boxes for 
leukaemia, such as exhaustion, I was told it 
was possibly a platelet disorder. 

“I suppose I have a high pain threshold 
and an Irish stubborn streak. I even ran 
10k the day before I was diagnosed. I ran 
because deep down I knew I was sick and 
wanted to just see the sun rise. It’s funny 
how your body tells you something but your 
head says ‘shut up you can do this’.” 

Eventually she became so poorly the hos¬ 


pital did a bone marrow biopsy. She added: 
“That day they sat me down and told me 
that I was seriously ill with an aggressive 
leukaemia, I was a medical emergency and 
that my hair was going to fall out. 

“I looked across to my mum and told her 
‘I’m sorry’ then I asked my doctor and Mac¬ 
millan nurse Bridget Atkins what I needed 
to do.” 

A piece of paper was handed to me with 
my treatment regime. I looked at it and 
counted the numbers and asked ‘so in five 


months I will be done?’ I had no idea that 
getting me through the first month was a 
challenge in itself. 

“I was taken there and then to an isola¬ 
tion room on ward 23 - there was just no 
time to come to terms with what had hap¬ 
pened.” 

Thea was told she had seriously low 
platelets, the clotting mechanism in the 
blood, and that she was in serious danger 
from internal bleeding. She had a rare, 
APML leukaemia, something that strikes 


just 100 people a year. She said: “I was so 
very lucky. If I had fallen running, or been 
kicked by the horses the day before, I would 
not be here to tell this story.” 

When she was told she would have to 
start chemo the next day Thea’s first 
thought was her long blonde hair. 

“I rang my friend, Sam Richards, a hair¬ 
dresser from Toni & Guy and explained I 
wasn’t allowed to leave hospital but wanted 
my hair cut so that I could donate it to the 
charity that makes wigs for children with 
cancer, The Little Princess Trust in Her¬ 
eford. It was so long it would have been 
awful for it not to be put to good use.” 

She was to spend the next five weeks 
in isolation and undergo four infusions of 
chemotherapy and bags and bags of blood 
products. 

When she was eventually allowed home 
and went to live with her mum Jan in 
Oswestry she still had to be extremely care¬ 
ful because the continuing chemo affected 
her immune system. 

She said: “I even had to be careful about 
what I ate - no blue cheese, steak, pate, all 
my favourites. Nothing unpasteurised, no 
prepared salads.” 

Less than six months after her diagno¬ 
sis and 10 weeks after her last round of 
chemo, Thea is back working in hospitals 
up and down UK supporting Interventional 
Cardiologists in her role as a product spe¬ 
cialist for a medical devices company. And 
she is living normally, back to running up 
and down the hills near her home village. 
She even has a new pet, a rescue dog called 
Poppy. 

She said: “I still have to have a bone 
marrow aspiration every 12 weeks for the 
next three years to monitor the health of 
my blood factory. The leukaemia could 
relapse but I still have options for further 
treatment. I can be given Arsenic Trioxide 
instead of chemo to put me back into a sec¬ 
ond remission.” 

But it is not something she dwells on and 
instead is busy organising her fundraiser. 

“The blood unit saved my life - I want to 
give something back. 

“Today I am feeling brave, strong and 
empowered by the support and love of peo¬ 
ple around me, so I am telling the world I’m 
still here and it didn’t get me. 

“At the beginning of December I heard 
those fateful words. You have a blood can¬ 
cer. In my heart I thought ‘Let’s do this’. 

“So I did. I can wear Lycra again, bake 
cakes and most of all spend time with the 
people I care about. Losing this fight was 
never an option.”

Judge Rowlands said that the ad¬ 
journment would give the prosecution 
time to decide whether to accept his 
pleas, after consulting with the com¬ 
plainant. 

If the pleas were accepted then a 
pre-sentence report would be pre¬ 
pared, the judge explained. 

Tanchard will appear back at the 
court on a date to be fixed.

Jemima Pickersgill, 15, performed 
in the recital class against many stu¬ 
dents who were older. 

“The competition was incredibly 
high,” said Jemima, who trains at the 
Royal National College of Music every 
week. 

“I was delighted with coming third, 
with the ‘outstanding’ award and with 
my score of 90 per cent. 

“The judge said he was very im¬ 
pressed and that these were the first 
‘outstanding’ marks he had awarded 
in the festival.” 

Jemima, who attends Moreton Hall 
school near Oswestry, has passed her 
Grade 8 exam - the highest grade - on 
the clarinet and is working towards 
Grade 8 on the piano and plays the 
bass clarinet.

NFU boss tells of fears 
after latest milk price cut

THE chairman of Shropshire’s National Farmers Union says the Brit¬ 
ish dairy industry is struggling to survive after another major compa¬ 
ny announced a cut in the price it pays for milk. 

The NFU has called for dairy processors to find ‘maximum value’ for milk 
products after Aria - which has bases in Oswestry and on the Shropshire border 
in Malpas - announced it would cut the price it pays its UK members by 0.84p, 
taking the standard litre price to 24.99p. However, the cost of producing that 
milk is around 30p per litre, said Shropshire organic dairy farmer Andrew Bebb, 

of Hanwood, although he has heard of 
some farmers receiving less than 20p 
per litre. 

Dairy farmers have suffered a series of 
price cuts since last summer forcing some 
to leave the sector and others to seriously 
consider their position. 

Middleton Scriven dairy farmer Richard 
Yates, Shropshire NFU chairman, said: 
“Aria’s announcement is yet another major 
setback when UK milk prices are already at 
unsustainably low levels with many of our 
dairy farmers in dire financial 

difficulties, struggling to see a way 
through the next few months. 

“My milk price has gone down from 33 
pence per litre to 21 pence per litre and I 
don’t see any light at the end of the tunnel 
at the moment. 

“The processors need to take a reality 
check as British dairy farming is struggling 
to have a viable existence. 

“Having milked British Friesians all of 
my life I will do my utmost to carry on in 
this sector despite the many challenges and 
with fellow farmers and the NFU we will 
battle for a better deal. 

“I cannot emphasise how important it is 
that other processors base the price they 
pay on their own product mix and continue 
to search for maximum value throughout 
the supply chain, rather than idly following 
one another to the bottom.” 

Global markets, which rallied in January 
and February, fell back in the last global 
trade auction by 2.2 per cent. 

Mr Yates said: “Commodity markets are 
in the worst position we have seen in years. 

“There is little respite on the horizon 
for the dairy sector and it is going to be in¬ 
tensely painful for a lot of dairy producers 
in the short term. 

“Despite the bleak outlook, thankfully 
we still have the support of Shropshire 
shoppers and the wider British public. 

“I’d urge them to keep on buying British 
dairy products. We appreciate all the sup¬ 
port from shoppers who continue to back 
British farming.” 


Mother in 
court over 
tax claims 

A MOTHER fraudulently claimed almost 
£5,000 in benefits by telling the authorities 
she was living alone with her child, a court 
heard. 

Heidi Martindale, 40, was paid housing 
benefit and council tax benefits on the 
basis she was a single mother at her home 
in Oswestry on August 1 2013 and October 
23 of that year. 

But in fact she was living with Robert 
Parkes in the home, Shrewsbury Magis¬ 
trates Court was told on Thursday last 
week.She admitted three counts of failing 
to notify change of circumstances affecting 
her entitlement to social security benefit. 

Mike Philips, prosecuting, said Martin- 
dale, of Hillside in Oswestry, originally 
made the claim in August 2013 due to being 
off work for sickness. 

She then claimed the benefits again on 
October 23 of the same year as she lost her 
job. She also made a claim on November 11 
2010 that she was the only person over the 
age of 18 living at the property. 

He said: “She made the claims but failed 
to say the father of her child was living at 
the property. ”Mr Philips told the court 
Martindale received an overpayment of 
£4,900 in housing benefit, council tax 
credit and council tax benefit. Martindale, 
who represented herself in court, said, in a 
letter read out to magistrates, that she was 
sorry for her actions. 

She was sentenced to a conditional dis¬ 
charge for two years and ordered to pay

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Praise for crews after

A WOMAN has paid tribute to the emergency services af¬ 
ter a rake went through her foot in a gardening accident. 

After several hours working in her garden at Aston near Oswestry, Barbara 
Thomas was about to walk indoors. 

But as she turned to go back into her bungalow, she stepped on a rake and felt excruci¬ 
ating pain as the fork went through her shoe and her foot. 

Mrs Thomas started to shout and scream for help, but was unable to attract the at¬ 
tention of husband, Bill, who was engrossed in the golf on television inside their home.

Woman hurt 
in fall at 
canal lock 

A WOMAN in her 50s was flown to hospital 
by air ambulance after falling ten feet into 
a canal lock near Oswestry and knocking 
herself unconscious. 

She was rescued by her family from one 
of the Frankton Locks on the Shropshire 
Union Canal at around 2pm on Thursday 
last week. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service 
landed its air ambulance in a nearby 
house’s garden and the woman was flown 
to Royal Stoke University Hospital for 
treatment. 

It is believed she had fallen from the side 
of the lock, been knocked unconscious, and 
had ended up in the water. 

An ambulance, a paramedic and the Mid¬ 
lands Air Ambulance from Cosford were 
sent to the scene. 

Ambulance service spokesman Jamie Ar- 
rowsmith said the woman had been rescued 
by her family from the water by the time 
crews arrived. 

He said: “It is believed she had fallen ap¬ 
proximately ten feet from the side of the 
lock and knocked herself unconscious be¬ 
fore rolling into the water. 

“She had regained consciousness by the 
time crews arrived and was carefully moved 
away from the edge of the canal with the 
use of a scoop stretcher in order for a thor¬ 
ough and safe assessment to take place. 

“She was then treated for a fractured 
right wrist, cuts to her head and abdomi¬ 
nal pain.” 


“I must have shouted and screamed for 
over half an hour,” she said. 

“I couldn’t move because every time I 
tried the rake was going further into my 
foot, its handle jammed against some¬ 
thing.” 

With neighbours out at the County Show 
Mrs Thomas’ cries were in vain. 

She said: “I was getting cold and begin¬ 
ning to shake and in the end I knew I had 
to move. 

“So despite the pain, which was awful I 
managed to drag myself closer to the win¬ 
dow and found something to tap on it.” 

She eventually made herself herself 
heard and her husband went to her aid, 
ringing 999. 

Ambulance 

Paramedics arrived and quickly realised 
that they would not be able to get Mrs 
Thomas - and the rake - into the ambu¬ 
lance, but couldn’t remove it themselves. 

They asked for help from Shropshire Fire 
and Rescue Service. 

“The paramedics and the firemen were 
here very quickly and there were fantastic. 

“I couldn’t fault them,” she said. 

“They used special cutters to cut the rake 
without too much vibration. I could feel the 
movement but I was given pain relief. 

“They were all wonderful.” 

“I felt so silly. 

“You see people who have had accidents 
like this but never think it will happen to 
you.” 

Mrs Thomas was taken to the Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital after the accident on 
Saturday, where X-rays showed that the 
rake hadn’t damaged the bones in her foot 
and doctors were able to carefully removed 
the forks of the rake from her foot. 

Now she wants to be back on her feet as 
soon as possible as she is expecting to be¬ 
come a grandmother in a few weeks time. 

“It is so frustrating. 

“I hurt the same foot last year and had 
just got mobile again.” 


IT sailed to the Arctic more than 140 years 
ago and has since sat unopened in a garage 
in Gobowen. 

Now the unopened bottle of ale from the 
British Arctic Expedition of 1875 will go 
under the hammer at an auction. 

The bottle of Allsopp’s Arctic Ale was dis¬ 
covered by Trevanion and Dean auctioneer 
Aaron Dean in a garage in Gobowen. 

Mr Dean said: “I saw a bottle which 
looked interesting standing in a mixed box 
of spirits. However, my jaw dropped to the 
floor when I saw ‘Arctic Expedition 1875’ 
embossed on the intact seal.” 

The British Arctic Expedition of 1875 
was an attempt by the British Admiralty 
to reach the North Pole and included two 
ships HMS Alert and HMS Discovery under 


the leadership of Vice-Admiral Sir George 
Nares. 

Unfortunately the expedition failed to 
reach the pole but succeeded in mapping 
the coast lines of Greenland and Ellesmere 
Island. 

The bottle, which is full, is entered into 
auction with Trevanion and Dean which 
will be held on June 13 in Whitchurch with 
an auction estimate of £400 to 600. 

Mr Dean added: “It is simply amazing 
that this 140-year-old bottle of beer sailed 
from Portsmouth on May 29, 1875, travels 
into the Arctic circle and returns to Brit¬ 
ain without being opened, yet ends up in 
Gobowen in 2015 still unopened.”

TOWN 


Until this week I had never 
heard of the Change.org internet 
site but I’m now right behind a 
campaign it contains which has 
attracted close on 3,000 sup¬ 
porters. 

Last week a Weston Rhyn man 
was found guilty of killing a dog 
and a cat because they fouled 
inside his house. He received 
only a 12-week jail sentence and 
a five year ban on keeping pets. 

The sentence prompted an 
Aberyswyth woman to launch a 
petition on the change.org site 
saying: “Such abuse of animals 
should not be tolerated in a hu¬ 
mane civilised society and by 
giving such a token custodial 
sentence, the courts have effec¬ 
tively condoned his actions.” 

In court District Judge Nigel 
Cadbury said the most likely 
cause of death was by kicking 
or stamping but accepted the 
defendant’s claim that he did not 
intend to kill the animals. But it 
turns out that there were previ¬ 
ous charges relating to injuries 
to a cat so this was not an iso¬ 
lated incident. I could believe he 
did not mean to kill if it was only 
one animal - but two, come on 
Judge. 


The residents of Welshpool 
will be interested in news from 
Oswestry this week that a road 
junction is to be changed follow¬ 
ing complaints about safety. 

The traffic lights and road 
at the crossroads of Church 
Street, Upper Church Street, 
Upper Brook Street and Lower 
Brook Street will be amended 
by Shropshire Council after the 
Town Council called for action 
after a recent crash. 

It took just one site meeting 
with a Shropshire Council roads 
engineer and already costs have 
been agreed for changes to take 
place after local opinion was 
accepted. How different to the 
situation in Welshpool where the 
Town Council and local people 
have been campaigning without 
any success for changes to the 
highly controversial one-way 
system. 

There have been numerous 
accidents, people knocked 
down and hundreds of people 
driving in the wrong direction 
since the one-way system was 
implemented - but still nothing 
gets done. The sad thing is it’s 
going to take a death to make 
someone finally sit up and take 
notice.

Glyn Davies went straight 
to his garden after his 
election win. SUE AUSTIN 
finds out why 

HOW do our new MPs wind 
down after a general election? 
Sleep for a week, have a week¬ 
end away perhaps? 

Not Montgomeryshire MP Glyn 
Davies. As soon as election day 
was over and the results were in he 
rolled up his sleeves and got stuck 
in to weeding, pruning and cutting 
lawns in his impressive garden. 

The garden, or gardens, at his home in 
Berriew are Glyn’s pride and joy, a pro¬ 
ject he first began when he moved into 
Cil Farm with his wife Bobby more than 
40 years ago. 

Striking 

There are striking colourful magnolia 
trees and azaleas, woodland walks and 
a man-made lake from which there is a 
wonderful view of the hills of the Welsh/ 
Shropshire border. 

The lake is currently the home of a 
family of Canadian geese and swallows 
swoop to catch the insects on the surface 
of the water. 

Above the trees a buzzard circles. 

It is a perfect spot in which to relax. 
The Conservative MP, who regained 
his seat with an increased majority, ad¬ 
mits it was a gruelling election campaign. 

The Liberal Democrats had targeted 
Montgomeryshire as one of their must 
win seats and the party threw everything 
at the campaign, bringing in many of 
their big names for visits.

foot slogging approach, knocking on as 
many doors and talking to as many con¬ 
stituents as he could. 

It was a tiring few weeks and he says 
that the best antidote has been to work 
in the garden. 

“There was no time at all to tackle 
the weeds during the election and it was 
beginning to get a bit untidy,” he said. 

Time 

“It’s good to now have some time, be¬ 
tween getting back to my job as MP, to 
sort the garden out.” 

Close to the house the gardens are 
very traditional with magnolias still 
in bloom, Glyn says about 100 azaleas, 
interspersed with hostas and scores of 
specimen trees. 

“The colours are incredible at the 
moment,” he said. 


“The garden is designed to be easy to 
maintain.” 

There is also a huge heather and 
fuchsia bed, overlooking a flat lawn that 
was created for a family wedding and 
is still the scene of many happy gath¬ 
erings. 

The MP’s grandchildren love spend¬ 
ing time in the garden which has swings 
and slides to play on. 

A surprise in also in store - a circle of 
Gorsedd stones more normally seen at 
the site of a Welsh National Eisteddfod. 

Stones 

“When the National was held in Mei- 
fod they erected plastic ‘stones’. 

“I was so cross, I decided to put some 
up at home,” he said. 

The stone circle is one of the many 
quirky parts of the garden. 


There are dozens of sculptures, large 
and small. 

They range from huge flowers sculpted 
by local artist William O’Brien, to five 
of the poppies that were planted at the 
Tower of London to commemorate the 
First World War. 

There is a delicate heron overlooking 
the lake and, grazing among trees, five 
stags, bought from Oswestry’s British 
Ironwork Centre. 

Favourite 

One of the MP’s favourite spots in the 
entire garden is a simple two foot square 
patch of grass. 

“Bobby bought it for me as a present,” 
he said. 

“It’s a piece of turf from the old Car¬ 
diff Arms Park, the home of Welsh 
rugby.” 

The lake was once just a field and 
Glyn dug it out, using the soil to build a 
mound, with a piece of slate and seating 
on the top. 

He said: “I wanted to reproduce a me¬ 
dieval style mound from which people 
could enjoy their gardens. 

“I visited Whittington Castle which 
has a mediaeval mount to get inspira¬ 
tion. 

“It’s a wonderful place to sit and 
think.” 

“It is a great way to wind down after a 
week in Westminster, the two places are 
complete opposites.” 

Of all the shrubs in the garden there is 
one that sums up Glyn’s attitude to his 
role as MP for the constituency he has 
lived in all his life. 

He said: “It may not look impressive, 
but it is to me. I was trying to grow Em- 
bothriums in my garden when the Lib 
Dems dominated Montgomeryshire. 
They are now established. I first saw 
them at Bodnant gardens and I am not 
sure I have seen them anywhere else. 

“They are effective and take their 
place well, without being flamboyant- 
quite a good approach to politics and 
gardening.”

THE deficit is merely the country’s current 
account, the figure we should be looking at 
is the national debt (the overall debt of the 
country minus its assets). 

The current Tory Chancellor has in¬ 
creased this figure over the past five years 
by more than all Labour governments in 
history combined! George Osborne inher¬ 
ited a debt of under £1 trillion and it now 
stands at over £1.5 trillion. As a proportion 
of GDP this abject performance has only 
been topped three times in history, coincid¬ 
ing with the two world wars and the end of 
the Napoleonic Wars.

slow recovery after the coalition covertly re¬ 
laxed such measures in 2012. 

This indicates that current Tory policies 
are merely political dogma designed to re¬ 
duce the public sector, which they loathe, 
and transfer wealth proportionately from 
the poorest to the richest. 

Indeed, a recent Oxfam survey shows 
that, worldwide, the wealthiest one per cent 
of people own 48 per cent of all wealth and 
this figure will pass 50 per cent next year.

Watch out for

WITH regard to funding of the NHS, there 
are factors to take into account before con¬ 
sidering the constant repetition from the 
Left that more money is all that is required.

SINCE 2014 the UK has had no aircraft 
carriers when HMS Illustrious, the last of 
the three Invincible class vessels was dis¬ 
posed of. 

The 65,000 tonne carrier HMS Queen 
Elizabeth is not due to become operational 
until 2020 and is only one of two of her 
class; there are no others. 

The experts advise that a minimum of 
four ballistic submarines are required to 
maintain continuous deployment at sea. 
Similarly for aircraft carriers - to maintain 
continuous deployment at sea requires a 
minimum of four. The carriers will require 
an effective dedicated defensive screen, 
above and below water, utilising suffi¬ 
cient of the Navy’s frigates, destroyers and 
non-ballistic submarines. 

The decision by the Blair/Brown admin¬ 
istration to build just two massive aircraft 
carriers was wrong; instead four 45,000 
tonne carriers should have been built, to¬ 
gether with the defensive screen vessels. 

The cost of two Elizabeth class carriers 
is £3,100 million each. They will never be 
used for real - the Treasury will not allow 
it, no matter which party is in government. 

It seems to me that defence is seen as a 
necessary evil by the main political parties 
and most of the electorate - as is usual in 
peacetime there are few votes to be gained 
in increasing defence spending. 

The country has accumulated over many, 
many decades a debt of £1450,000,000,000, 
principally by borrowing money. 

Any politician who says that the deficit 
can be cut to nil and the national debt can 
be repaid without it incurring a lowering 
of living standards is being disingenuous; 
and what is probably worse: deliberately 
disingenuous. There are far more votes to 
be won by some of the plausible politicians 
who gild the lily, promise jam tomorrow 
for everyone and focus exclusively on the 
warm, cuddly and fluffy topics like the 
NHS, education, pensions, child welfare, 
environment and infrastructure spending.

She said the A5 is a particular dumping 
ground for dogs as it is on the corridor from 
Holyhead where many retired racing dogs 
come in from Ireland and the West Mid¬ 
lands. Miss Bradley said: “A lot of retired 
greyhounds are given away from racing 
and if they suffered injury they’re getting 
abandoned, and if they don’t sell they get 
dumped as well. 

“The people who have them find a nice 
stretch of A5 and they dump them out. 

We’re here to mop up the pieces.” 

Miss Bradley has been volunteering with 
other greyhound rescue centres since 2002, 
but decided to set up a local rescue group 
earlier this year. 

She spent hours researching what was 
needed and travelling to dog pounds in Ire¬ 
land and the UK before setting up Hector’s 
Greyhound Rescue - named after the first 
dog she rescued. 

She said: “Hector had really been 
through the wars. He had a broken tail, 
was a bag of bones, and scared of his own 
shadow. He lived with me until his last days 
and it was lovely to see the change in him 
once he’d been nursed back to health.” 

Shoppers had the chance to meet some of 
the dogs which had been given a new lease 
of life thanks to the charity. Volunteers 
brought along some of the dogs which had 
been rescued to a recent coffee morning in

Tourist’s A5 
U-turn led 
to collision, 
court told 

AN Australian tourist caused a seri¬ 
ous crash on the A5 after performing 
a U-turn in the road, magistrates 
heard. 

Leslie David Daws, 70, was visiting 
the UK with his wife when the crash 
happened on May 4 - a bank holiday. 

Wrexham Magistrates Court heard 
Daws was driving a hire car on the A5 
close to the Halton roundabout, near 
Chirk, at about 1pm when he realised 
he was lost and made the manoeuvre. 

But as he did motorcyclist Robert 
Wood hit the side of the car, suffer¬ 
ing serious injuries for which he was 
airlifted to Royal Stoke University 
Hospital. 

Daws admitted driving without due 
care and attention when he appeared 
at the court. 

He was fined £175 and ordered to 
pay a victim surcharge of £20, costs 
of £85 and a £150 criminal courts 
charge. Magistrates also imposed five 
points on his UK driving record. 

Alun Williams, for Daws, said the 
roads in Australia were usually qui¬ 
eter so a U-turn in a similar situation 
there would “not have been as unu¬ 
sual in the circumstances”. 

He said Daws believed the road was 
clear when he made the manoeuvre. 

“They were visiting Europe for the 
first time and they became lost,” said 
Mr Williams. “He had no local knowl¬ 
edge, his wife was map reading and he 
didn’t have a sat-nav. I do have a pro¬ 
found degree of sympathy for him.” 

Helen Tench, prosecuting, said Mr 
Wood braked, but could not avoid the 
collision. 

Neither driver had been speeding 
at the time. The court heard follow¬ 
ing the crash Daws was taken into 
custody at Wrexham Police Station 
and remained there for 11 hours. 


Residents raise fears 
over new store plans 


Community work is recognised

RESIDENTS fears streets will 
be turned into rat runs by traffic 
created by a proposed new low 
cost supermarket in their town. 

The Trinity Area Residents Associa¬ 
tion in Oswestry has objected to plans 
by Lidl to create a new shop on the site 
currently used by the JT Hughes car 
dealership in Victoria Road. 

Peter Lloyd, spokesman for the Trinity 
Area Residents Association, which repre¬ 
sents more than 300 homes, said residents 
were worried that without improvements 
to the junction at Salop Road and Victoria 
Road, drivers would find themselves stuck 
in long queues and would take to the back 
streets to avoid waiting. 

Mr Lloyd has submitted an objection to 
the plans on behalf of the residents. 

He said: “We are particularly keen to un¬ 
derstand how new patterns of queuing and 
congestion on Salop and Victoria Roads will 
affect flows of traffic moving through our 
residential area. 

“Our members object to traffic signals as 
a solution to the load the new store will put 
on the junction. 

“Installing traffic lights at the Salop 
Road and Victoria Road junction will in¬ 
crease queuing in both directions, north 
and south, along Salop and Shrewsbury 
Roads. 

“This will mean that on both the main 
access routes into Oswestry - the other 
being past the medical centre and station 
on Oswald Road - traffic will be delayed by 
traffic lights.” 

The Lidl application has been submitted 
to Shropshire Council and is currently out 
for consultation. 


AN Oswestry woman has been hon¬ 
oured with a BEM medal for volun¬ 
tary services to the community.

AM raises his concerns 
about new planning bill

A NEW planning bill fails to meet 
the needs of Mid Wales, the ar¬ 
ea’s Assembly Member has 
warned. 

The overall aim of the Welsh Assembly 
bill is to create a more consistent planning 
system that enables development and en¬ 
hances built and natural environments. 

It is also designed to ensure developers 
consult with local communities at the earli¬ 
est possible opportunity. 

But Montgomeryshire Assembly Member 
Russell George has claimed that instead of 
devolving more power to local communities 
and putting decisions in the hands of local 
people, the changes to the planning system 
have failed to properly devolve power down. 

Mr George, who is also the shadow min¬ 
ister for rural affairs, said: “The people of 
Mid Wales already feel distant from the 
political bubble in Cardiff Bay where deci¬ 
sions are imposed upon them, often with¬ 
out consideration of local circumstances. 

“The Welsh Government has failed to 
seize the opportunity to create a planning 
system which would not only be a catalyst 
to improve the Welsh economy but would 
also bring flexibility into the planning sys¬ 
tem, and enable it to be more responsive to 
local need. Carl Sargeant, the minister for 
natural resources, said: “I’m delighted that 
this bill has been approved by the National 
Assembly and that the people of Wales can 
soon look forward to a world class, more 
streamlined planning system which is fit 
for modern Wales.”

VILLAGES on the Shropshire border could be given a 
share of £2.25 million in European Union funds over the 
next five years.

Broadband pledge 
welcomed by AM 


THE majority of properties 
in Powys should have access 
to superfast broadband by 
next spring, BT has said. 

Ann Beynon, the Director 
of BT Wales, met with Ed 
Hunt, the director of the 
Superfast Cymru project, 
and Russell George, Assem¬ 
bly Member for Montgomer¬ 
yshire, this week to update 
them on the on-going su¬ 
perfast broadband rollout in 
Montgomeryshire. 

Mr George, who is also 
chairman of the National 
Assembly’s cross party 
group on digital communi¬ 
cations, said: “I was pleased 
to hear from the BT Di¬ 
rector in Wales that good 
progress is being made on 
rolling out superfast broad¬ 
band across Wales and that 
around a third of properties 
in Montgomeryshire are al¬ 
ready able to receive high¬ 


speed broadband. I was also 
encouraged to hear that BT 
are still committed to the 
Welsh Government’s stated 
aim to reach 96 per cent of 
premises with a minimum 
of 24 Mbit/s by spring next 
year. 

“Both industry commen¬ 
tators and I have expressed 
concerns that some rural 
residents may be left behind 
and that this ambitious tar¬ 
get wouldn’t be hit, so it is 
comforting to know that 
BT still believe they are on 
target. 

“Nevertheless, I will still 
be looking for assurances 
from the Welsh Government 
that those 45,000 premises 
from across Wales, who will 
miss out from the initial 
rollout will be able to access 
superfast broadband at the 
earliest opportunity.”

A FARMING leader has called 
for British lamb to take pride of 
place over imports on supermar¬ 
ket shelves as producers face 
mounting price pressure. 

Oswestry livestock farmer Malcolm 
Roberts, who represents the county on 
the national NFU Council, said while 
the union accepted there was competi¬ 
tion from New Zealand lamb and other 
imports, he believes retailers should 
be promoting British lamb “front and 
centre of any display” especially as it is 
currently at its seasonal best.

Mr Roberts, who has a commercial flock 
of 1,000 breeding ewes, said he did not want 
to see Shropshire sheep farmers question 
the long term viability of production. 

Lamb prices have dropped back signifi¬ 
cantly in recent weeks and Mr Roberts and 
other Shropshire farmers have seen prices 
tumble. 

He said: “Consumers tell us that they 
want to see British lamb on supermarket 
shelves today and in the future so we need 
to see retailer backing. 

“We have fabulous stock here in Shrop¬ 
shire and excellent producers, many of 


whom will be at agricultural shows across 
the county this season. 

“I share the anxiety of many sheep farm¬ 
ers about depressed prices and if producers 
don’t have confidence, then the long term 
supply of home-grown lamb could be put at 
risk.” 

He added: “Now is the time for retailers 
to deliver when British lamb is at its best 
and in plentiful supply and we want it to 
be given pride of place, front and centre of 
any display.” 

The NFU is also urging the public to con¬ 
tinue to back British farming and ensure 
it is Red Tractor assured British lamb that 
goes into their shopping baskets. 


Homes ready 15 
by the summer 

A COMPLEX of affordable homes in Welsh¬ 
pool will be ready for this summer, contrac¬ 
tors have said. 

The three-bedroom and two-bedroom 
bungalows in Oldford, Welshpool, will be 
specially adapted for wheelchair access and 
have been funded in part by a Welsh Hous¬ 
ing Grant. 

Deiniol Evans, director of develop¬ 
ment and technical services for the Pen- 
naf Group, which is building the homes, 
said: “Work is progressing well on the two 
adapted bungalows, thanks to our contrac¬ 
tors, Williams Homes Ltd who are based 
in Bala, and we’re looking forward to the 
scheme being completed ready for new ten¬ 
ants to move into in August.”

Libraries in Shrewsbury, Oswestry, 
Whitchurch, Market Drayton, Lud¬ 
low and Bridgnorth will continue to 
be run by the council but others could 
be taken over by community organ¬ 
isations. Teresa Ecclestone, north 
Shropshire senior librarian, said 
Shropshire had 22 branch libraries 
and four mobile libraries. But she said 
the use of services had changed with 
more and more people going online to 
use research facilities, manage their 
boo k loans and take out e-books.

Ceremony in town will 
honour forgotten troops

SHROPSHIRE soldiers who 
fought in the Napoleonic Wars 
and the Crimean War are to be 
honoured at last in a ceremony 
in Oswestry next week thanks to 
the work of two enthusiasts. 

The Vice Lord Lieutenant of Shrop¬ 
shire, Colonel Edmund Thewles, will 
unveil scrolls on Monday commemo¬ 
rating soldiers of Oswestry who fought 
in the Peninsular War and Waterloo 
campaign in the early 19th century 
and the Crimean War of the 1850s. 

June 18 marks the 200th anniversary of 
the Battle of Waterloo and Paul Ridgley, 
of Baschurch, who is a member of the Wa¬ 
terloo Association, said: “Myself and Ian 
Smith of the Crimean War Research Soci¬ 
ety have found a number of soldiers from 
the area who have no known grave or me¬ 
morial and wish to record their service to 
the county and the country. 

“To this end we initially raised funds for 
a bronze plaque which was dedicated in St 
Oswald’s Church, Oswestry, in March last 
year but, due to the high cost, could not 
raise enough for their individual names to 
be recorded on the plaque. 

“We have now, in partnership with the 
Shropshire War Memorials Association, 
raised enough funding to provide illu¬ 
minated scrolls which will be placed in 
Oswestry Town Museum, along with a book 
we have put together giving biographical 
details of each man. The book will be avail¬ 
able on sale at the museum to raise funding 
for the museum itself.” 

The scrolls are being unveiled at 
Oswestry Town Museum at 11am.

Keeping Oswestry Alive campaign. 

The campaign led to five defibrilla¬ 
tors being installed at key points in 
Oswestry. 

The defibrillators located at the 
Senior Citizens Club in Lome Street, 
Powis Hall, the Wynnstay Hotel in 
Church Street and the Chronicle office 
in Salop Road are accessible 24 hours 
a day, whilst a fifth device, which is 
kept in the offices of the Principality 
Building Society and Woodhead Es¬ 
tates in Leg Street, is available during 
office hours. 

Mr Milner said: “The Chronicle led 
the way in getting defibrillators for 
Oswestry. It was a great campaign 
and very successful. Many other 
groups and schools have now got in¬ 
volved in having defibrillators for the 
community.”

Festival to recognise 
prisoners’ influence

NAPOLEONIC prisoners of 
war who lived in communities 
throughout Shropshire and north 
Powys are to be remembered as 
part of a major classical music 
festival in June. 

The Gregynog Festival in Mid Wales 
is themed this year on revolution, fo¬ 
cusing on Welsh connections between 
the Napoleonic Wars and the 200th 
anniversary of the Battle of Waterloo 
and with an emphasis on French mu¬ 
sic and musicians through 24 concerts 
and events. 

Hundreds of Prisoners of War, mainly of¬ 
ficer class involved in the Napoleonic Wars 
(1803 - 1815), were sent on parole to towns 
including Welshpool, Montgomery, New¬ 
town, Llanfyllin, Oswestry and Ludlow. 

Allowed to walk up to one mile from their 
residences but to be home by 9pm each 
night, many of the Prisoners of War mixed 
with local people. 

Many of the prisoners used their musical 
and artistic talents to create friendships. 

“This period is well documented, includ¬ 
ing some of the individual officers and their 
lives, but nowadays many people are una¬ 
ware of the actual impact they made on the 
local communities,” said Dr Rhian Davies, 
artistic director of the Gregynog Festival. 

“There are a lot of artefacts and other 
materials from their time here, including a 
hand-made model of a guillotine. 

“It was made out of sheep bones by the 
PoWs and the attention to detail is amaz¬ 
ing.” 

The model is housed at the Powysland 
Museum in Welshpool along with other 
items from the time when the PoWs were 
paroled in the area. 

“We’re marking this time and the music 
of this era at this year’s festival. It’s quite 
poignant and relevant and will hopefully 
make people look into what happened in 
our communities here before many of the 
PoWs returned to France only to die in the 
Battle of Waterloo 200 years ago this June,” 
added Dr Davies. 

The Gregynog Festival will celebrate this 
period with a series of concerts, workshops, 
talks and events within communities such 
as Montgomery, Welshpool, Llanfyllin and 
Oswestry, as well as other events in Gr¬ 
egynog Hall’s famous Music Room, the Gr¬ 
egynog Gallery at the National Museum of 
Wales in Cardiff and the National Library 
of Wales in Aberystwyth.

for higher 
dry matter 

THE short-term intensive grass seed mix¬ 
ture Scimitar from Limagrain’s Sinclair 
McGill portfolio has been reformulated 
for 2015 to further improve its dry matter 
yield potential. 

This has been achieved by including the Lofa 
grass seed variety which is an exceptionally 
high-yielding Festulolium. 

“This latest development places Scimitar as one of 
the highest dry matter yielding mixtures available,” 
says Limagrain’s grass seed manager Ian Misselbrook. 

“It is especially suited to intensive dairy and beef 
systems and is used mainly for cutting, but with useful 
aftermaths. Growers can expect at least four cuts of 
high quality silage a season. Scimitar is also ideal for 
using in zero grazing systems.” 

Lofa produced particularly high yields in field trials 
at NIAB Dartington of between 15 and 20 tonnes of dry 
matter a year over two full years. Its dry matter yields 
exceeded those achieved by two of the NIAB’s leading 
perennial ryegrass varieties on its recommended list.” 

An added advantage of Lofa, which makes up 36 per 
cent of the Scimitar mixture, is its tolerance to heat 
and drought stress and its resistant to crown rust. 

Other grass seed varieties included in Scimitar are 
selected based on their results in Limagrain’s forage 
quality trials and near infra-red tests.

CONCERN is mounting over the impact of 
changes to the bTB testing regime which 
came into effect in England on May 1. 

Currently, on-farm bTB testing in England is 
done by vets working for private businesses who 
are trained, appointed and paid by the Animal 
and Plant Health Agency (APHA) to carry out 
the work. 

Now, APHA will manage bTB testing in England 
through delivery partners who have successfully ten¬ 
dered for the work and who will be responsible for 
allocating and monitoring testing in five geographical 
regions in England. 

Minette Batters, NFU deputy president, said: “It is 
vital the changes are introduced as smoothly as possi¬ 
ble with the minimum of impact on farmers. 

“Throughout this process we have made our con¬ 
cerns very clear to Defra and the APHA, and farmers 
remain concerned about how the changes will impact 
on their ability to continue to use their own vet. 

“We are aware that some vet practices have decided 
to opt out of providing testing services because the 
new payment structure, and extra administration, has 
made testing uneconomic for the practice. 

“This will inevitably mean some farmers will no 
longer be able to use their existing vet, which will un¬ 
doubtedly be a concern for them. 

“The delivery partner responsible for each region 
has an obligation to provide testing services at no cost 
to the farmer and so any farmers in this position will 
be contacted with alternative vet practices. 

“We also remain concerned that testing on some 
smaller farms, or farms which have more complicated 
tests, will no longer be economically viable for the local 
vet practice under the new system.

be discovered but an increased 
profusion of those interested in 
discovering them. 

As the temperatures rise, even the 
fair-weather naturalists make an ap¬ 
pearance and along with half term, it 
is of course a great time to get children 
involved in nature. 

Alas we are not blessed with a cornucopia 
of reptiles in this county - or country. 

More’s the pity as reptiles are, as I’ve 
said before, one of the most exciting and 
hands-on groups of animals for children to 
get to (gentle) grips with. But how about a 
creature that ‘looks’ like a reptile? 

Insects are not known for their terrifying 
appearances, but the larval form of some, 
sure do look intriguing. 

Perhaps the best example of this is the 
Elephant Hawkmoth caterpillar with its 
large size, beautiful markings and unnerv¬ 
ing resemblance to a snake.

Shelf Bank has done many things right 
and one of those is the planting of a stand 
of rosebay willowherb.

Only planning to study it for a day or two, 
Carol saw this as a chance be part of giving 
wildlife ‘a home for the winter’ which is a 
project the RSPB are introducing, aimed 
at getting young people more aware and 
hands-on as the next generation of wildlife 
advocates. 

Indeed her two great-grandsons, Corey 
and Logan, were truly amazed at the antics 
of the elephant hawk moth when it took 
fright and morphed its head into its serpen¬ 
tine disguise. 

A day later it had turned into a chrysa¬ 
lis and thus it remained in Carol’s care for 
some six months until just a few weeks ago 
it emerged as a beautiful, adult moth. On 
this occasion two very enthusiastic local 
children, Ellie and Scott Tucker, keen vol¬ 
unteers at Shelf Bank, helped release the 
moth back into the nature reserve and it’s 
old haunt amongst the willowherb. 

It’s funny how an animal that is usually 
missed by us of diurnal undertakings can 
inspire such zeal and interest in those who 


appreciate them and in a similar way this 
little story is a microcosm of Shelf Bank 
and of all nature reserves and wild ref¬ 
uges. 

Places that have the power to inspire 
the next generation of wildlife enthusiasts 
and conservationists are far more impor¬ 


tant than the seething humanity of inner 
cities and conurbations. 

We are blessed here in Shropshire to 
have so much of those spaces available to 
us; let’s make the most of them.

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‘Upping’ the game in city

Volkswagen has ‘Upped’ the 
game in the citycar market with 
the arrival of two new special edi¬ 
tions. 

The Up is already a big player in 
the small car sector but now VW has 
brought sparkle to the party with Street 
Up and Club Up. 

The Club Up was already a pretty well 
specced player in the area but for an extra 
£610 you now get an awful lot more and 
stand-out looks to match. 

The Up is a compact citycar making use 
of maximum space on its tiny footprint with 
attention to detail and VW’s affordable inno¬ 
vations on board. 

It arrived in the UK in 2012 and an electric 
version joined the range in 2014. Before the 
latest arrival there were three basic models 




-Take Up, Move Up and High Up. The Club 
Up is based around the existing High Up, so 
there’s already plenty of standard specifica¬ 
tion such as a leather steering wheel, front 
foglights, air-con, heated front seats, electric 
front windows and heated electric door mir¬ 
rors. 

You also get the Garmin-based portable 
infotainment device that fixes to the top of 
the dashboard with a 5in touch-screen to 
operate the sat-nav, Bluetooth connectivity, 
MP3 playback and driving information. 

Now for just a little bit more cash there’s 
loads of new features and prices of £11,995 
for the three-door and £12,370 for the five- 
door. 

The Club Up on test was powered by a 
1.0-litre petrol engine, a three-cylinder unit 
which produces 75PS at 6,200rpm and 95Nm 
of torque between 3,000 and 4,300rpm. 

And if you’ re driven by value for money 
and running costs this Club Up may be right 
up your street with 60.1 mpg and C02 emis¬ 
sions of only 108g/km. 

What you get for the extra money includes 
16in alloy wheels, unique Blueberry metallic 
or Black Pearl paint and tinted glass from the 
B-pillar back. 

The Club Up stands out from the range 
with club badging and silver decals on the 
side panels as well as silver-coloured wing 
mirrors while inside distinguishing marks in¬ 
clude scuff plates, black roof lining, carpet 
mats and unique ‘Club’ tartan. 

There’s a lot of opposition in the citycar 
sector now but Club Up compares favoura¬ 
bly for ride and comfort and is a fun car to 
drive with accurate steering. Add ease of 
parking and you know this car will attract

buyers. On the downside the boot is small 
and the large speedo is partially obscured 
by the steering wheel. You can get three 
passengers on board but this is no five- 
seater. 

There’s a lot to keep the safety con¬ 
scious among us happy with ABS brakes, 
electronic stability control and traction 
control as well as a hill-hold function and 


front and side airbags. There’s remote cen¬ 
tral locking, an electronic immobiliser and 
an annoying warning buzzer and light to 
let you know that the front seatbelts aren’t 
fastened. 

The truth is for £12,370 you get a town 
car that’s economical to run and will let you 
stand out from the shoppers in the super¬ 
market car park.

MIKEY PROVES 
A GOLDEN SHOT

A WOUNDED ex-serviceman 
from St Martins has won a gold 
and bronze medal in his inter¬ 
national archery debut. 

Former Lance Corporal Mikey Hall 
was competing at the Para world-rank¬ 
ing tournament in Almere, Holland. 

He made a very strong start to his interna¬ 
tional career as part of the open compound men’s 
team alongside Great Britain teammates John 
Stubbs and Nathan MacQueen. The GB team 
saw off Russia’s chal¬ 
lenge 225-221 to take 
the bronze medal. 

In the individual 
competition Hall, who 
is supported by Help 
for Heroes’ sports re¬ 
covery programme, 
went two better when 
winning the open com¬ 
pound men’s gold. 

He finished top of 
a field of 35, edging 
out Italy’s Matteo Bo- 
nacina 138-136 in the 
final - a significant 
achievement at his 
first international competition for GB. 

The 39-year-old was left paralysed from the 
chest down after an accident on an Army assault 
course, breaking his neck and back in numer¬ 
ous places. Sport has played a vital role in his 
recovery - particularly archery. He now uses a 
compound bow, which is shorter and easier to use 
from a wheelchair. 

Last year, he was picked to spend 10 days in 
Sochi as part of the British Paralympic Associa¬ 
tion’s Paralympic Inspiration Programme. 

Hall’s talent for archery and pistol shooting 
was spotted at a skills test event at the Help for 
Heroes Phoenix House Recovery Centre in Cat- 
terick, North Yorkshire. He has also cycled from 
Edinburgh to London in May 2013, completing 
the 445 miles on a handbike, has learned to swim 
using just his upper body and has competed in 
three half Ironman competitions.
